The peddlar could 
not exactly locate his farm to the 
housewife. That was enough. The 
housewife spoke her mind and told 
the “honest farmer” she was fa- 
miliar with his tricks and threat- . 
ened to call the police. After that 
it took little time for the peddler 
to make haste from Upland. 

Further investigation shows the 
ham graft is a common form of 
swindling. Second grade hams 
are bought from Los Angeles pack- 
ing houses and palmed off as 
“country cured’ meat at double 
the local butcher's price for first- 
class hams. Many an unsuspect- 
ing housewife has been taken in 
by such crookedness. 

There’s just one thing to be 
learned from this. Buy your hams, 
from your Upland butcher, who 
stands behind his products.

Mr. Askern plants 
corn every year and cuts it while 
green for ensilage, which is fed 
to the dairy cows. E. L. Berry, 
who has been a farmer most of 
his life, says there isn’t a crop this 
side of the tropics that cannot be 
successfully grown in Southern 
California if properly cultivated.

Mr. Welch urges that all income 
taxpayers make their returns at 
once. The final filing date is March 
15th, only about three weeks away.
